WHO'S  BASHING 
THE  CULTURAL  CENTER?

Once  it  was  the  slaughterhouse  of  San  Francisco.  But 
over  the  years  the  area  to  the  east  of  the  North  Mission, 
between  so-called  SOMA  and  the  foot  of  Potrero  Hill,  has 
seen  a transformation  and  a new  name.  Last  month,  two  cases 
before  the  Planning  Commission  demonstrated  the  choices 
ahead  for  the  neighborhood  now  called  "Showplace  Square". 

On  July  10th,  a public  hearing  was  held  on  a proposal 
by  developer  Bill  "Bull"  Poland  to  add  to  the  existing  Show- 
place  Square  and  Data  Mart  facilities  a 274  room  hotel  and 
two  trade  and  convention  center  buildings  totalling  over 
800,000  square  feet,  which  structures  would  be  exempt  from 
most  provisions  of  the  City's  controversial  Downtown  Plan. 

The  North  Mission  Association,  although  perceiving  this 
neighborhood  to  be  under  a veritable  state  of  siege...  the 
Deringer  project,  the  Armory  and  other  bad  adventures  seem 
to  zero  in  like  winter  storms...  did  not  oppose  the  project. 

Rather,  inasmuch  as  Showplace  jobs  may  be  of  a service, 
retail  and  blue-collar  character  more  accessible  to  Mission 
residents  than  highrise  office  employment,  it  asked  that 
approval  of  the  project  be  postponed  for  at  least  a year 
while  Planning's  Northeast  Industrial  Area  study  (covering 
an  area  east  of  Van  Ness)  and  a proposed  North  Mission  study 
take  place  and  the  South  of  Market  Plan  and  proposed 
downtown  stadium  crises  are  resolved.  The  Commission  will 
make  its  decision  later  this  summer. 

One  week  later,  the  Showplace  Square  developers  and  NMA 
returned  to  the  City  Hall,  their  positions  now  reversed. 

A few  months  back  the  St.  Martin  de  Porree  soup  kitchen 
at  23rd  and  Bryant  lost  its  lease.  Contributions  from  its 
many  backers  enabled  it  to  make  a down  payment  on  a building 
at  225  Poterero  near  16th,  but  opposition  arose  from  a new 
conmunity  group,  The  Potrero  Boosters,  and  from  tenants  of 
Showplace  Square  who  wrote  Planning  opposing  the  kitchen. 

An  examination  of  the  Martin  de  Porres  file  revealed 
that  many  who  opposed  it  perceived  the  area  to  be 
"distressed”  or  in  need  of  "improvement"...  which  opinions 
may  have  extended  not  only  to  the  street  people,  but  to 
businesses  and  renters  in  the  Mission,  South  of  Market  and 
Potrero  Hill  who,  in  turn,  would  have  cause  to  perceive  an 
unstated  desire  for  a process  of  gentrif icat ion  driving 
them,  into  the  streets  among  the  down-and-outers . 

Other  opponents  mentioned  a fear  of  crime.  "Not  that 
all  of  these  people  are  thieves,"  an  antique  agent  wrote, 
"but  a good  many  do  steal  for  a living.  What  better  person 
to  rob  than  a rich  person?"  Another  asked  that  clients  of 
the  soup  kitchen  be  identified.  "What  percentage  are  drug 
addicts?  Sexual  deviates?  Child  molesters,  rapists  etc.?"

The  Mission  Cultural  Center  (MCC)  renovation  project, 
scheduled  to  be  completed  twelve  months  ago,  is  two  thirds 
finished  and  broke.  The  Center's  classes  and  facilities  are 
scattered  throughout  the  district.  The  Friends  of  the 
Mission  Cultural  Center  ahve  a long-term  program  which 
cannot  receive  funding.  Those  close  to  the  situation  have 
been  asked,  What  is  wrong  with  the  MCC? 

Most  fingers  point  to  Anne-Marie  Thielan,  the  director 
of  San  Francisco' 8 Neighborhood  Arts  Program.  Her  critics 
consider  her  a veteran  culture-basher,  and  credit  her  with 
scuttling  the  Senior  Arts  Program  before  she  was  given  her 
latest  assignment.  Theilan  says,  "Regardless  of  what  you 
hear,  we  wouldn't  even  be  in  the  shape  we  are  if  I didn't 
think  positively."  According  to  Theilan,  the  troubles  with 
the  renovation  at  the  MCC  are  due,  in  part,  to  "President 
Reagan  and  his  effort  to  cut  down  on  the  office  of  Comnunity 
Development ." 

Director  Oscar  Maclel  thinks  the  MCC's  renovation 
project  has  been  carried  out  haphazardly  and  with  no 
consideration  for  the  conmunity.  Originally  the  Friends  of 
the  Mission  Cultural  Center  (FMCC)  were  told  they  would  be 
able  to  continue  programs  in  the  Center  while  construction 
was  underway.  Then  they  were  told  in  July,  1984  to  vacate 
by  October.  They  had  to  find  facilities  for  their  programs, 
sign  a long-term  lease,  renovate  their  interim  headquarters 
and  move  without  help  from  the  City.  The  date  to  vacate  was 
changed  two  more  times  before  the  Mission  Cultural  Center 
was  relocated  in  February,  1985.  The  first  hammer  fell  four 
months  later. 

One  year  and  one  million  dollars  later,  the  MCC  still 
needs  about  a million  dollars  pumped  into  it  just  to  bring 
it  up  to  code.  When  that  work  is  completed,  the  legal 
occupancy  of  the  Center  will  only  be  499  people.  While  this 
is  up  from  49  before  renovation,  it  means  this  four  story 
community  arts  center,  with  a gallery,  theater  and  class 
space,  will  be  able  to  accommodate  fewer  people  at  one  time 
than  most  small  theaters. 

Despite  the  limitations  facing  them,  Maciel  and  the 
FMCC  are  planning  for  the  Center's  future  growth.  With  a 
development  grant,  the  FMCC  has  put  together  a multi-year 
plan.  With  this  plan  and  a long-term  lease,  larger  and  more 
extensive  multi-year  grants  would  be  available  to  the  MCC. 

The  FMCC,  however,  can  only  get  a one  year  renewable 
lease  on  the  MCC  building.  According  to  Anne-Marie  Theilan: 
"The  City,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the 
Arts  Commission  is  not  willing  to  give  any  of  the  cultural 
centers  long-term  memorandums  of  understanding."  She  cannot 
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Give  me  your  tired,  your  poor.

How  did  we  come  to  such  a pass  where 
everything  is  for  sale;  where  a 
company  like  Nestle,  that  for  years 
poisoned  third  world  babies  with  its 
infant  formula,  stopping  only  when  a 
boycott  began  to  drastically  reduce  its 
profits,  can  glibly  use  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  in  its  advertising. 

Where  Jim  Paymar's  lead-in  to  the  channel  four  news  is:  "House  votes  t,o 
overthrow  Nicauraguan  government."  And  have  it  be,  not  hype,  btff.an 
accurate  assessment  of  the  House's  action 
Where  the  Japanese  look  on  our  free  enterprise  icon,  Lee  Iacocca,  With  thinly 
veiled  disdain  because  Iacocca's  response  to  the  vanishing  of  the  jobs  of  his 
workers  is  to  import  more  and  more  Japanese  cars  under  the  Chrysler  marque. 

I was  going  to  do  a piece  on  the  outrageous  exploitation  by  the  corporados  of 
the  Statue  of  Liberty  when  I began  to  think  of  what  this  country  will  be  like 
after  Reagan  relinquishes  the  presidency;  after  our  eight-year  binge  of 
unrestrained  consumerism  has  left  this  county  teetering  at  the  precipice  of  an 
economic  canyon  of  breath-taking  depth. 

In  the  North  Mission  we  can  see  the  tired,  poor  and  homeless  every  day.  We 
can  witness  the  city  creating  even  more  homeless  by  transforming  residential 
hotels  into  homeless  oases,  where  the  maximum  stay  may  be  one  night. 

So,  what  might  this  country  be  like  post-reagan?  Hell  on  wheels,  man.  I read 
a science  fiction  book  a long  time  ago,  one  of  Asimov's  Foundation  Trilogy  In 
this  book  there  was  a character  called  the  Mule,  who  was  able  to  control 
people’s  minds  and  bend  them  to  his  will  But  the  Second  Foundation  freed  the 
mind  of  one  of  the  Mule's  subjects  and  he  radiated  hatred  for  the  control  that 
had  been  exercised  over  him  So  I feel  will  be  the  reaction  of  this  country  once 
Reagan  is  not  around  to  cast  his  spelL 

Imagine,  six  months  after  a new  president  takes  office  arid 'distfovers  the 
magnitude  of  the  wreckage  that  has  been  acumulating  over  the  past  eight 
years.  A crushing  deficit  that  will  circumscribe  the  life  of  this  country  for 
decades  to  comef  a burgeoning  foreign  debt,  that  dwarfs  Mexico's,  and 
engenders  a weak  dollar  ppssibly  leading  to  a trade  war;  a military  in  near 
total  disarray.,  confused  by'^he  necessity  of  spending  huge  amounts  of  money 
without  anyplan,  save  accumulating  hardware 
The  list  goes  on  and  on  but  a post-Reagan  America  may  resemble  nothing  so 
much  as  an  alcohblic  wakirig  up  in  a seedy.motel  room  with  no  memory  of  what 
has  happened  for  the  past  several  weeks.  Poll  after  poll  has  shown  that 
Americans  like  Reagan  but  don’t  agree  with  him  Ramboism  seems  rampant 
but  70%  of  the  people  polled  are  against  aid  to  the  contra  terrorists.  What  will 
happen  when  people  cast  off  their  stupor  and  realize  that  we  are  the  world's 
most  powerful  and  active  terrorists  When  they  realize  that  there  is  no 
difference  between  "our  terrorists"  shooting  peasants  picking  coffee  in 
Nicaraugua  and  "their  terrorists"  blowing  up  Marines  in  West  Berlin. 

One  day  soon  I expect  all  those  people  who  participated  in  the  social  upheaval 
of  the  60  s and  early  70's  to  shake  themselves  awake  and  become  aware  of  what 
they  have  allowed  to  happen  to  this  country  and  the  world  by  their  apathy 
Perhaps  no  two  events  typify  the  shallowness  of  current  sentiment  as  the 
hands  across  America  sham,  and  the  Statue  of  Liberty  extravaganza 
Why  am  I so  angry9  Because  we  have  traded  our  heritage,  our  promise  to  the 
world,  for  a sordid  tryst  in  a chimerical  idyllic  garden  where  illusion  and 
hypocrisy  hide  the  damage  that  has  been  done  to  the  spirit  of  America. 
Perhaps  we  have  been  fooled  by  that  illusion  from  the  beginning  when  an 
intellectual  slave  owner  wrote  a brillant  propaganda  tract  about  "life,  liberty 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness." 

America  was  built  on  words  and  ideas  and  while  we  have  seldom  lived  up  to 
either,  the  unhealthy  preoccupation  with  money,  that  has  always  infected  us, 
has  spread  like  a running  sore  on  the  body  politic 
Are  we  to  be  impressed  that  several  million  people  joined  hands  on  a summer 
Sunday,  making  themselves  feel  good  but  having  an  ephemeral  and  miniscule 
effect  on  the  problem  that  they  so  ostentatiously  proclaimed  as  the  target  of 
their  exuberance.. 

Are  we  to  feel  joyous  about  celebrating  the  Statue  of  Liberty’s  centennial 
when  we  have  forsaken  the 

very  promise  that  she  stands  for?  Are  we  to  be  awed  by  the  planned  spectacle 
of  an  America  selling  off  its  heritage  like  so  much  pottage— triumphant  in  the 
extravagant  cost  of  the  spectacle  while  ignoring  the  deeper  meanings? 

I cannot  but  feel  saddened  by  the  course  that  this  country  has  taken  over  the 
past  six  years  and  hope  that  when  the  cast  is  removed  from  the  eyes  of 
America,  she  will  rise  up  in  righteous  indignation  and  sweep  the  Helms',  the 
Fa  1 wells,  the  Robertsons  and  the  Nixons  back  under  the  dank  rocks  from 
which  they  have  slithered  these  last  few  years. 

Derringer  Revisited 

Speaking  of  dark  places  and  slithering,  Richard  Deringer  is  back  sliming  up 
the  halls  of  City  Hall  while  making  ludicrous  charges  and  generally  playing 
the  fool. 

Foul  he  crys.  Unfair  he  crys  Back  office  space  he  cries.  Stabbed  in  the  back 
by  rapacious  organizations  and  a short-sighted  city  bureaucracy  he  moans, 
just  before  slipping  out  of  the  city  to  luxuriate  on  his  Woodside  estate.  The 
man  has  got  no  class  at  all. 

Anyway  as  far  as  I know,  Deringer  plans  to  reapply  for  permission  to  build 
his  office  buildings  So,  we  may  have  to  go  through  all  this  again.

tell  a cultural  center's  board  that  they  will  "give  a ten- 
year  tenure  to  you  because  you're  good  guys." 

Ironically,  the  City  has  often  used  this  very  reason 
for  extending  favors  to  it6  tenants.  In  the  past  year, 
well-publicized  concessions  and  privileges  have  been  granted 
to  Wilkes  Bashford,  Eddy  DeBartolo  and  Bob  Lurie.  The 
difference  between  the  good  guys  at  the  MCC  and  the  good 
guys  in  Candlestick  is  one  that  has  existed  since  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program's  inception.  The  cultural  centers 
are  unexpected  and,  possibly,  unwanted  children  of  San 
Francisco' 8 cultural  movement. 

The  MCC  and  the  three  other  original  community  cultural 
centers  rode  in  on  the  back  of  another  City  building,  Davies 
Hall.  Both  Maclel  and  Thellan  agree  that  the  cultural 
centers  were  created  only  because  of  public  pressure,  and 
have  not  received  the  attention  that  a community  arts 
program  requires  to  be  viable.  The  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program,  part  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission,  was 
originally  responsible  for  management  of  all  four  centers. 
According  to  Thellan,  since  1984  the  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program  has  been  trying  to  decentralize  its  operations. 

This  should  be  ideal  for  the  independent  thinking  FMCC, 
but  the  City  seems  to  be  waffling  on  a few  points.  Maciel 
says  that  the  new  memorandum  of  understanding  requires  the 
FMCC  to  turn  over  their  financial  records,  even  though  they 
are  a non-profit  organization  independent  of  the  City. 
Also,  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  wants  copies  of 
personnel  files.  The  memorandum  of  understanding  is  binding 
only  for  the  FMCC,  not  for  the  City. 

Thellan  denies  that  the  memorandum  requries  personnel 
files,  and  she  says  that  the  financial  information  is 
requested  only  to  protect  employees  in  case  a cultual 
center's  management  "quits  the  building".  She  adds  that 
since  1984,  she  has  not  seen  any  quarterly  fiscal  reports 
that  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  has  requested  from  the 
FMCC.  Despite  pressure  from  the  City,  the  FMCC  is  holding 
out  for  arbitration. 

Maciel  is  planning  to  have  the  opening  celebration  for 
the  Mission  Cultural  Center  on  October  12,  Dia  de  la  Raza 
(Columbus  Day).  He  plans  to  have  Davies  Symphony  Hall,  the 
War  Memorial  Opera  House  and  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  a6  a 
venue  for  a two  day.  Bill  Graham-produced  program  exhibiting 
Latino  culture.  Carlos  Santana  and  Lucia  Villa  have  already 
committed  to  the  event.  It  will  be  the  first  presentation 
of  Latino  culture  in  three  of  the  large  cultural  facilities 
in  San  Francisco's  Civic  Center. 

Theilan  hopes  that  the  MCC  building  will  be  ready  for 
the  celebration.  About  her  role  in  the  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program  she  says:  "One  day  I think  I will  be  thanked  by 
somebody . " 

That  day  would  be  hastened  by  a long-term  lease  on  a 
renovated  Mission  Cultural  Center.

Inhumanely  crowded  hearing  room  (with  seniors  in  'Martin  s 
nametags  ówaying  in  the  heat  and  the  mentally  marginal 
shaking  in  terror),  to  face  the  hostility  of  hundreds  of 
Martin  de  Porree  supporters  and  the  skepticism  of  the  seven 
Coran i ss i oner 8 . While  a large,  loud  rally  outside  City  Hall 
protested  Justice  O'Connor's  anti-gay  Supreme  Court  vote, 
fears  of  urination  and  the  "frightening"  appearance  of  the 
poor  were  interrupted  by  booing  and  hooting,  requiring 
Coranis8 loners  Rosenblatt  and  Bierman  to  plea  for  tolerance. 

Assemblyman  Art  Agnos , elbowing  his  way  to  the  head  of 
the  long  line  of  speakers,  treated  the  crowd  to  a lengthy 
defense  of  Martin's  good  works;  a splendid  exhibition  of 
rhetoric  worthy  of  the  mayoral  candidate  many  believe  he  may 
become.  Potrero  activist  Jim  Firth  countered  opponents' 
fears  by  stating  he  was  afraid  of  Yuppies.  Mayor  Feinstein 
sent  a letter  of  support.  Outside,  a small  child  screamed  at 
the  prospect  of  returning  to  crowded,  sweltering  chambers. 

"It  will  only  be  a little  longer,"  his  mother  promised. 
"I  don't  wanna  go.  It's  too  annoyed  in  there!" 

Much,  much  later,  the  Commission  unanimously  approved 
the  kitchen.  MDP  director  Barbara  Collier,  still  facing  a 
complex  permit  process  before  hot  meals  can  be  distributed, 
claimed  to  be  "saddened  that  our  guests  had  to  listen  to  the 
insults"  and  did  not  seem  moved  by  threats  of  some  opposing 
merchants  to  take  their  businesses  and  jobs  out  of  the  City. 

In  fact,  if  they  do  leave,  the  City  has  an  opportunity. 
Although  Martin  de  Porres  does  not  take  government  funds  and 
will  not  allow  its  facilities  to  be  used  for  any  purposes 
other  than  feeding,  employment  and  mental  health  facilities 
would  do  well  to  consider  following  the  kitchen.  The  con- 
cerns that  guests  will  have  nothing  to  do  between  the 
breakfast  and  lunch  periods  is,  in  some  cases,  legitimate 
and,  as  Father  Lotito  wrote,  "Many  guests  want  employment."

Several  letters  cited  the  crime  rate  around  the  old 
soup  kitchen  site  (a  figure  of  an  807.  increase  frequently 
mentioned)  or  added  such  other  concerns  as  a proposed  South 
of  Market  homeless  hotel,  a Potrero  mura  1 and  the 
deceased  stadium  at  7th  and  Townsend.  We  will  be  flooded 
with  homeless  indigents  on  the  one  hand  and  crowds  ot 
baseball  fans  on  the  other,"  a businessman  darkly  predicted. 

Police  officials  questioned  the  807.  figure.  I don  t 
remember  a great  increase  in  crime,"  said  Sgt . Gary  Mann ini, 
assistant  to  former  Mission  Captain  Vic  Macia.  A police 
statistician  was  also  suspicious  of  the  figure,  in  that  the 
old  MDP  would  be  included  with  crime-prone  S.F.  General 
Hospital  in  a statistical  reckoning. 

To  be  sure , several  writers  raised  legitimate  concerns, 
such  as  the  curious  absence  of  soup  kitchens  from  the  Marina 
or  Pacific  Heights.  But  a man  who  moved  from  Berkeley  and 
its  "bums,  recluses  and  derelicts"  to  Potrero  Hill  was  more 
representative  of  the  tenor  of  the  opposition.  "I  made  the 
choice  to  move  from  an  unsafe  neighborhood  with  low  rent  to 
a clean  safe  neighborhood  with  skyrocketing  rent. 

Supporters  of  the  project  wrote  that  the  kitchen  might 
lessen,  not  increase  crime  problems,  following  the  dictum 
expressed  by  Bob  Marley,  among  others,  that  a hungry  man  is 
an  angry  man."  Father  Floyd  Lotito  of  St.  Anthony  • i warned 
that  homeless  people  "living  on  coffee  and  cigarettes  (may) 
become  physically,  mentally,  emotionally  and  socially  ill. 

A Potrero  resident  stated  that  "the  dangers  of  these 
homeless  people  being  struck  by  housewife  decorators  driving 
Mercedes  and  BMWs  is  probably  just  as  appropriate  a question 
to  ask  as  the  opposition's  complaints  about  muggings. 

Mitchell  Siegel  of  General  Graphics  took  issue  with  the 
businesspeople  opposed  to  MDP.

ARMORY  FEVER 

One  day  after  an  Examiner  feature  on  his  plans  to 
develop  the  Armory  at  14th  and  Mission,  developer  Sanford 
Goldeen  withdrew  his  top  bid,  leaving  the  carmunity  in  a 
state  of  relief  and  chaos.  A number  of  resolutions  are  new 
possible,  including  that  of  the  Mission  Ccrm unity  Coalition 
(MCC)  acquiring  the  building  through  the  City. 

Following  Goldeen' s surprise  win,  separate  resolutions 
urging  the  City's  acquisition  of  the  Armory  were  prepared  by 
Supervisors  Britt  and  Walker  and  at  a meeting  of  the  Finance 
Cdimittee,  it  was  moved  that  a coalition  of  private  and  gov- 
ernment bodies  including  MCC  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  and  Economic  Development  negotiate  with  the  State. 

Cn  Monday,  July  14,  the  full  Board  beat  back  another 
move  to  delay  (and  thus,  kill)  this  proposal  by  a vote  of  5 
to  4.  Joining  Britt  and  Walker  for  the  Mission  were  Louise 
Renne,  John  Molinari  and  Wendy  Nelder  (congratulations  to 
all!).  Brickbats  to  Kcpp,  Silver,  Maher  and  Hongisto  (Ward 
and  Kennedy  were  not  present).  The  request  to  reject  the 
bid  was  then  passed  with  only  Silver  voting  against  it. 

IWo  days  later,  a delegation  from  the  Mission  Economic 
Development  Association  visited  Sacramento  where  Assemblyman 
Lou  Papan  agreed  to  help  influence  the  General  Services 
Association  to  reject  the  bid.  They  returned  on  the  day  of 
the  State  Dept,  of  General  Services'  vote,  only  to  learn 
that  Goldeen  had  pulled  out,  claiming  only  that  the  project 
would  be  more  expensive  than  he  had  anticipated. 

Presently,  the  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  a ccnmittee 
consisting  of  three  City  agencies  (the  Dept,  of  Real  Estate, 
M0HH)  & the  Mayor's  Mission  Task  Force)  and  three  carmunity 
organizations  (MOC,  MELA  and  the  Mission  Project's  Task 
Force).  It  is  the  desire  of  the  North  Mission  Association  (a 
member  of  the  MOC)  that  the  building  be  reserved  for  non- 
profit use  or,  if  that  is  not  feasible,  that  development 
result  in  the  creation  of  jobs  for  Mission  residents  without 
subjecting  the  neighborhood  to  gentrifi cation . 


As  bad  as  things  sometimes  are  in  the  North  Mission, 
the  South  of  Market  (which  lacks  an  effective  community 
association)  is  the  Chernobyl  of  City  planning. 

Imagine  that  dwindling  residential  and  industrial 
community  as  a clock.  At  midnight  is  the  downtown  financial 
district,  at  ten  Angelo  Sangiacomo's  enormous  8th  and  Market 
complex,  at  eight  Van  Ness  Plaza.  At  four  are  the  Showplace 
and  Mission  Bay  and,  at  two,  a proposed  half  block  disco 
called  EPIC  which  has  passed  planning  and  is  now  up  before 
the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals. 

The  neighborhood  ha6  even  been  sold  down  the  river  by 
some  of  its  community  and  business  "leaders"  who  have 
rechristened  it  SOMA  (after  the  fictitious  apathy  drug  of 
Aldous  Huxley's  "Brave  New  World"). 

The  EPIC  prospectus  prepared  by  developers  Jay  and 
Juthika  Masters  gives  some  insight  into  the  nature  of  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  SOMA  Plan: 

"Sexual  preference-  heterosexual 
Ethnic  background-  emphasis  on  Caucasian  with  a small 
mixture  from  other  ethnic  groups  that  live  in  the  city. 
Economic  group  - upper  middle  class  and  higher 
Social  status  - higher  family  background 

Geographical  area  - San  Francisco  Bay  Area  (i.e.-  Marina, 
Pacific  Heights,  Nob  Hill,  Marin,  South  Bay,  Silicon  Valley 
etc.)  - Big  emphasis  on  tourists  (out  of  state,  country) 

Personal  qualifications  - 1)  has  acquired  a City 
sophistication,  2)  enjoys  the  finer  things  in  life,  3)  likes 
to  go  out  and  have  fun,  4)  a self-confident  individual  and 
5)  an  optimistic  person." 

Promising  a "unisex  powder  room"  and  "high  stature 
look",  the  developers  further  advise  that  "...the  mezzanine 
will  have  reserved  seating  for  exclusive  members  and 
celebrities.  Entry  to  this  level  will  be  limited  to  the 
club's  special  clientele." 

Back  to  our  map-clock...  the  only  egress  for  moderate 
income  residents  is  down  six  into  the  North  Mission  to  com- 
pete for  our  scarce  rental  housing.  To  accellerate  this 
process,  Planning  began  hearings  on  the  South  of  Market  Plan 
July  31  (with  further  hearings  expected  through  the  fall). 

The  SOMA  Plan  comes  complete  with  a paper  tiger,  SPUR, 
that  Chamber  of  Commerce  front  posing  a community  watchdog 
which,  by  proposing  the  neighborhood  be  highrised  down  to 
the  freeway,  props  up  a couple  of  dubious  "saviors"...  Sup. 
Bill  Maher  and  Planner  Susana  Montana  who  wpuld  "preserve" 
it  by  the  SOMA  of  a nightclub  district.  In  other  words: 
Broadway  South...  complete  with  haughty  New  York  doormen, 
cruising  station  wagons  of  vomiting,  hollering  suburban  rich 
kids,  posers,  gay-bashers,  pimps  and  skyrocketing  rents.

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AIDS  CURE  NOT  FOUND

"AIDS  Vaccine  Ready  for  Human  Tests";  "Hope  for  AIDS 
Vaccine,  Internacional  Conference  Told";  "Research  Finds 
Ways  to  Cripple  AIDS  Virus." 

Headlines  of  this  sort  appear  daily,  generating  false 
nope  and  great  confusion. 

Usually  the  articles  are  peppered  with  quotes  from 
physicians.  Often,  specific  medical  research  and  clinical 
findings  are  cited,  lending  an  air  of  legitimacy  to  the 
piece.  And  reporting  the  latest  "laboratory  findings"  is 
also  attractive  to  reporters  if  the  research  data  can  be 
stretched  and  molded  into  enticing  lead-ins  for  the  evening 
news,  or  a well-placed  story  with  a by-line. 

But  medical  research  simply  does  not  lend  itself  to  the 
demands  and  realities  of  the  general  press.  The  development 
of  any  treatment  is  a t ime-con6uming , step-by-step  process. 
Cures  are  discovered  incrementally,  not  in  dramatic  one-day 
events.  These  steps  are  then  reported  in  medical  journals 
for  professionals  and  researchers  — not  the  lay  public  like 
you,  me  or  the  press. 

Medical  journals  are  actually  intended  to  be  forums 
where  research  data  is  presented  for  the  scrutiny  of  the 
medical  community.  Then,  other  doctors  or  researchers  either 
confirm  the  reported  results  through  repeated  research,  or 
reject  the  results  by  presenting  alternative  data. 

Unfortunately,  medical  reality  does  not  make  for  good 
front-page  copy  in  the  newspaper  when  it  comes  to  AIDS.  We 
see  reporters  take  data  --  data  intended  to  stimulate 
further  research  — and  label  it  as  a "cure",  a "treatment" 
or,  a breakthrough"  because  there  is  such  intense  public 

interest  in  the  story.  v 
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One  can  certainly  sympathize  with  the  plight  of  the 
reporter.  I am  much  more  likely  to  buy  a paper  with  a 
headline  screaming  "Cure  for  AIDS  Discovered!"  than  to  spend 
my  hard-earned  quarter  to  read  an  article  entitled, 
'Researchers  Repeat  Lab  Procedures  to  Reconfirm  Old  Data". 
However,  such  attention-grabbing  tactics  are  not  only 
misleading,  but  cruel. 

The  media  coverage  of  the  International  AIDS  Conference 
in  Paris  is  a case  in  point.  From  the  volumes  of  data 
presented  at  the  conference,  the  main  story  was  Genentech's 
new  AIDS  "vaccine"  development.  It  was  big  news.  But  what 
was  actually  discovered  or  developed  by  Genentech?  Not  a 
vaccine  — not  yet,  anyway. 

I was  in  Paris  attending  the  conference,  so  I heard  the 
report  made  by  Genentech's  researchers.  They  had  made  a 
protein  in  their  laboratory  which  they  injected  into 
hamsters.  In  response  to  the  infection,  the  hamsters 
produced  antibodies  to  fight  off  the  protein  invasion.  These 
antibodies  were  then  taken  from  the  hamsters  and  added  to  a 
culture  of  human  cells.  Once  the  antibodies  and  the  human 
cells  were  combined,  AIDS  virus  was  added  to  the  mixture. 

After  allowing  ample  time  for  the  virus  to  infect  the 
human  cells,  the  cells  were  examined  for  signs  of  infection. 
No  infection  was  found.  Apparently,  the  human  cells  were 
protected  against  AIDS  virus  infection  by  the  hamster- 
derived  antibodies. 

When  they  presented  the  precise  details  of  this 
research,  Genentech  representatives  made  it  clear  that  this 

was  "the  very  first  step"  in  developing  a vaccine.  They  did 
not  view  their  findings  as  a cure.  However,  from  a media 
perspective,  an  announcement  of  a vaccine  is  far  more  "news- 
worthy" than  a report  about  rodent  proteins,  so  that's  how 
the  story  was  presented. 

In  the  past  year,  similar  media  scenarios  have  taken 
place  in  the  coverage  of  cyclosporine  ("The  French  Wonder 
Drug"),  suramin  ("AIDS  Remedy  In  Sight"),  and  Vitamin  C ("An 
Old  Cure  for  the  New  Plague). 

In  the  desperate  need  to  believe  in  a cure,  people  have 
resorted  to  grasping  at  exotic  solutions  iike  swallowing  gem 
stones,  breaking  bones  for  immune  system  stimulation,  and 
spending  weeks  under  ultraviolet  light.  The  media  dutifully 
reports  these  attempts  and  we  follow  the  stories  like 
lemmings,  jumping  off  "news-hype"  cliffs. 

Where  does  this  leave  us?  Should  we  stop  reading  news 
stories  about  AIDS?  Certainly  not.  Learning  to  see  through 
he  media  hype  is  imperative,  but  it  does  not  have  to  leave 
us  discouraged.  Breakthroughs  have  been  achieved.  But  a 
real  breakthrough  is  a far  cry  from  its  media  definition. 

Keep  yourself  informed  on  the  small  steps  that  are 
being  made  in  the  medical  arena.  One  day  they  will  fit 
together  into  a fascinating  and  life-saving  pattern.  In  the 
meantime,  be  on  the  lookout  for  anyone  claiming  to  have 
discovered  the  cure  for  AIDS.  It  will  take  time,  money  and 
a number  of  false  starts  to  find  the  real  cure  --  not  a 
headline  in  the  morning  paper.

SPT  also  offers  a series  of  writing  workshops.  Past 
subjects  include  a black  women's  writing  workshop  taught  by 
Gabriel  Daniels,  a performance  poetry  workshop  by  Claire 
Blotter,  and  an  older  writer's  workshop  by  Robert  Gluck  who 
produced  a fine  anthology  of  the  participants'  work.  He  is 
currently  teaching  a poetry  and  prose  workshop  every  Satur- 
day and  there  will  be  a Gertrude  Stein  workshop  this  fall. 
All  workshops  are  to  be  held  in  the  store,  and  although  they 
used  to  be  free  (thanks  to  a grant  from  the  California  Arts 
Council),  fees  are  now  based1  on  a sliding  scale  until 
further  funding  is  available.

Taking  their  cue  from  the  popular  California  State 
Lottery,  the  Studio  of  Dramatic  Arts  is  letting  their 
audience  pick  the  play  bill  they  wish  to  see.  For  the 
Studio  S" Summer  Spectacular  they  are  presenting  "Choose  2 
Out  of  3 , a play  bill  of  three  one-act  plays.  The  unique- 
ness of  this  program  lies  in  the  fact  that  during  the  six- 
performance  run  the  prospective  audiences  get  to  select  the 
two  plays  from  the  "offering"  they  prefer  to  see.

La  MISION/3rd  ANNUAL  94110  show  looks  at  the 
varied  ways  in  which  we,  as  photographers  and 
artists,  seek  to  relate  to  and  experience  the  neigh- 
borhood, the  Mission  district  of  San  Francisco,  with  its 
complex  realities  and  its  own  kind  of  beauty.  The 
photographers  in  this  exhibit  reflect  a broad  spectrum  of 
images— the  individual  and  cultural  identities  as  mani- 
fested in  our  social  interaction  with  the  urban  landscape. 

This  year's  94110  show  is  an  invitational  exhibition  of  five 
photographers  and  two  visual  artists  whose  consistent 
work,  over  time,  has  shown  vision,  sensitivity  and 
skill  in  portraying  the  neighborhood.  In  much  of  the 
work,  the  street  functions  as  a stage  against  which 
human  activity  and  cultural  ideas  are  played  out  The 
local  merchants,  the  church,  homes  and  public 
events  become  detailed  settings  for  daily  life.  Some 
photographs  are  portraits,  showing  ages  and  social 
relationships,  projecting  emotions  and  personal 
statements,  giving  the  viewer  a powerful  connection 
with  a people.  The  exhibition  is  largely  visual  im- 
prints of  a Latin  community  and  the  human  presence 
linked  with  a physical  place 

Photographing  in  the  Mission  district  is  like  being  in 
a small  town  in  another  time.  The  shops  and  services 
for  residents  are  close  at  hand,  making  for  a self- 
contained  feeling— separate  from  the  rest  of  San 
Francisco.  It  is  overcrowded,  a working  class  neigh- 
borhood, and  it  is  home  to  diverse  cultural  groups, 
many  newly  arrived  to  the  United  States.  It  is  family 
oriented,  with  school  children  and  youthful  energy 
overflowing  onto  the  streets,  day  and  night.  Little  af- 
fected by  gentrification,  the  franchise  businesses  and 
downtown  marketing  schemes,  the  Mission’s  appeal 
is  its  "real  stuff;"  a place  of  integrity.

It  was  on  July  3rd,  1986  at  about  3:00  AM.  Money  all 
run  out.  My  refrigerator  begging  to  be  fed  and  with  a high 
tab  at  the  grocery  store  and  phone  company,  I started 
wondering  about  my  confederates  who  come  over  and  talk  about 
distributing  advertisement  circulars  and  coming  home  with 
somewhere  between  $25  - $40  a day.  I took  a vote  on  it.  My 
hunger  voted  'yea',  my  Brandy  voted  the  same,  a sheet  of 
postage  stamps  and  a new  typer  ribbon  both  gave  me  a "thumbs 
up",  so  I said  to  myself,  "all  I've  got  to  do  is  to  hit  it 
at  4:30  AM  and  get  to  the  paper  shooting  barn  before  5:00  AM 
and  hang  near  anyone  holding  a clip  board  for  a crew  sign 
up."  Well,  I did  just  that.  I saw  some  of  the  same  people 
that  I've  seen  at  Mother  Teresa's  soup  line  down  here  at  the 
paper  loading  dock  where  a lot  of  lost  souls  reach  out  for  a 
nibble  of  life's  morsel  of  monetary  sap  drippings. 

A well  known  underground  writer  Chas  Bukowski  can 
probably  tell  it  to  you  better  than  I can  in  his  short  story 
25  Bums  in  Rags,  but  I'm  here  to  complain  not  about 
deadbeats  but  something  that  concerns  me  in  depth.  I got  on 
board  a truck.  I was  asked  by  the  driver  if  I've  ever  done 
this  type  of  work  before.  I told  him  no,  only  for  the  North 
Mission  News  but  a lot  of  people  I know  who  have  shot  paper 
before  filled  me  in  on  what  to  expect.  I climbed  on  board 
inside  with  a gang  of  about  five  other  paper  shooting 
proletariats  and  conmon  misery  cases.  I didn't  care.  I'm 
one  of  them  also. 

Our  truck  went  out  and  when  we  finished  and  came  back 
to  the  barn,  all  of  us  had  to  wait  for  our  $10  daily  draw. 
You  get  the  $10  after  each  run.  I didn't  get  anything.  No 
dally  draw!  I asked  the  head  honcho  when  do  I get  my  $10 
dfaw?  He  told  me  that  it's  only  going  to  be  a $7.50  draw. 
1 asked  why.  He  said,  "We're  running  out  of  cash  so  hold  on

u.di  was  enree  nours  ago.  I thought  shit  man, 
i was  promised  a $10  draw  and  now  here  he  is  saying  it's 
only  going  to  be  $7.50.  So  since  I was  running  on  the  bare 
edges  of  life,  $7.50  had  to  do.  After  waiting  for  about  3 
1/2  hours , I came  up  on  him  and  asked  for  my  draw.  He  said 
we  re  all  out  of  money  and  that  I should  come  back  on  Monday 
for  it.  Complaining  to  him  wouldn't  do  any  good.  Him  and 
his  I m to  busy  to  be  bothered  with'  riff. 

The  delivery  company  whom  I'm  mentioning,  I can't 
divulge.  A lot  of  paper  shooters  sometimes  don't  even  get 
their  whole  weekly  pay.  A few  shooters  I've  talked  to  have 
told  me  that.  You  sometimes  get  a partial  payment  on  your 
weekly ^ amount  and  the  company  ends  up  owing  you!  The  company 
that  Im  working  for  is  notoriously  known  for  pulling  this. 

I ve  had  eggs  thrown  at  me,  been  cussed  at,  I've  taken 
in-coming  BB  gun  fire,  some  dude  on  his  doorstep  opened  his 
fly  and  displayed  his  instrument.  I've  had  water  balloons 
dropped  on  me  from  rooftops,  people  driving  by  giving  me  the 
finger  and  one  time  a dog  got  me  crossing  the  street  and 
locked  on  “Y  P?Per  bag  I guess  you  call  it  occupational 
hazards.  All  for  1 1/4  cents  per  circular.  But  what  are 
you  going  to  pay  the  bills  with  and  the  Patels  for  a hotel 
room,  the  liquor  store  and  the  canned  food  warehouse? 

I think  Sam  Melville  who  was  shot  and  killed  at  Attica 
said  it  right  when  he  wrote,  "I'm  beginning  to  know  the 
meaning  of  revolution.  It  is  the  desire  for  ecstasy  and 
only  desperation  can  produce  it."  So  don’t  tell  me  about 
the  good  life.  It  only  wants  to  make  me  puke.

RELEARNING  AN  INSTINCT 

by  Susan  Franke 

In  Self  Defense/To  Combat  Abuse  of  Women , Children  and 
the  Planet , a performance  piece  vltíT" eight  parts  ranging 
Trom  dance  to  martial  arts  to  comedy,  played  to  a packed 
house  at  the  Footwork  Studio  (22nd  and  Mission)  on  July  13. 

The  pieces  all  worked  together  to  achieve  a wholeness 
of  perception  that  integrated  abuse  of  women  with  human 
oppression  to  show  that  defense  against  oppression^  is 
intrinsic.  As  martial  artist  Coleen  Gragan  stated,  "The 
tradition  of  martial  dance  is  as  old  as  the  struggle  for 
human  liberation."  This  show  was  about  resolving  conflicts 
in  order  to  defend  ourselves  with  awareness  and  confidence. 

It  was  a special  night.  Tickets  sold  out  fast  and  the 
audience  was  enthusiastic.  Coleen  Gragen  performed  the 
opening  piece,  "Allegory  in  Self  Defense".  She  is  a 
martial  artist  with  the  Hand  to  Hand  Kung  Fu  School  in 
Oakland.  This  martial  dance  was  set  to  narrative  and  music. 
Through  allegory  she  made  the  point  that  a woman  prefers 
peace  but  has  her  limits.  Gragen  displayed  sublety  and 
grace  but  really  showed  power  and  her  martial  arts  expertise 
in  her  later  piece,  "The  Golden  Harvest  of  the  Nunchaku". 
Th i 8 was  a true  story,  written  by  Gragen,  about  human 
liberation  and  the  decision  to  fight  back  and  also  about  the 
dual  nature  of  tools  and  weapons. 

Reba  Rose  wrote  and  performed  the  next  piece,  "Choice", 
a very  funny  and  poignant  piece  about  a young  woman  dealing 
with  sexuality  and  abortion.  Rose's  other  piece,  "Stuck-N- 
Struggling"  didn't  display  the  same  self-awareness  as  the 
first  but  she  really  and  her  comic  timing  down  in 
combination  with  mime,  dance  and  clowning. 

Next  was  "Children's  Music",  a self-consciously  comic 
but  haunting  presentation  of  slides  by  Victoria  Kauffman, 
with  a great  sound  score  by  David  Nold,  directed  by  Sallou 
Cole  and  Kitsy  Crawford.  A young  girl  crooned  pop  rock 
ballads  while  slides  showed  various  poses  of  a young  girl,  a 
young  boy,  buxomy  Barbie  and  Ken  dolls.  The  awareness  that 
these  cute  kids  were  taking  on  social  roles  was  chilling. 

This  was  a good  introduction  to  Sallou  Cole's  next 
piece,  "Our  Silenced  Voices"  which  defined  the  night's 
program...  the  alienation  and  suffering  of  girls  and  women 
who  have  been  sexually  assaulted  and  the  insidious  social 
values  and  myths  that  promote  women  as  sexual  objects  and 
keep  them  eilent.  This  insightful  and  emotionally 
expressive  piece  began  with  the  mythic  Eve,  danced  by  Amanda 
Wilkinson.  We  all  know  the  tale  of  Eve  as  the  temptress  by 
whom  man  was  lost  from  Paradise,  but  I never  before  realized 
the  re lat ionshi  between  Eve,  as  being  made  from  Adam,  and 
Eve  as  companion  to  Adam;  an  original  incest  imbued  with  the 
authority  of  God's  command.  As  Eve  becomes  more  a real 


woman,  she  also  becomes  mroe  a real  victim.  In  being  abused 
she  is  alienated  and  suicidal,  even  more  so  than  other  women 
who  still  are  cast  as  temptresses,  in  that  she  has  no  role 
left  to  play.  , 

This  was  such  a sensitive  piece,  bravely  done.  Cole  s 
resolution  of  this  conflict  was  for  women  to  take  power  as 
displayed  in  the  finale  by  a very  powerful  martial  arts 
dance  with  the  women  carrying  sticks.  Ray  Obiedo,  a well 
known  Bay  Area  composer,  created  the  music.  A voice  over  by 
Diviana  Ingravallo  caught  that  world  between  the  myth  and 
the  real,  encompassing  them  both. 

The  next  piece  was  "Board  Shoe  Count",  choreographed 
and  performed  by  Linden  Holt  and  Jenny  Hoogs trate.  Phil 
Friehoffner  created  a "radio  drama  of  synthesized  sound" 
very  appropriate  to  the  conception  of  the  piece,  an  absurd 
comedy  experiment  in  constructing  and  de-constructing  images 
of  women  at  work  with  boards.  The  central  props,  7 foot 
boards  with  high  heeled  shoes  attached  were  imaginatively 
conceived  and  lent  an  intrinsic  frustration  of  movement. 

The  finale  of  the  show  was  "Capoeira  Bahia".  Capoeira 
is  a Brazilian  art  form  that  combines  dancing  and  fighting 
and  is  played  as  a game.  The  group  of  five  men  and  one  woman 
took  turns  playing  traditional  music  and  pairing  up  for  the 
dance/ fight.  The  movements  are  very  demanding  from  high 
double  kicks  to  shoulder  rolls  to  flips.  To  see  them  all 
moving  with  such  quickness  and  grace  was  amazing  to  watch. 
Men/Women/ fighting/dancing  brought  the  show  full  circle.

The  rule  of  the  rich  protec- 
ting their  own  is  not  only  oppressive,  it's  also  extremely 
boring.  The  seventh  year  of  Reaganism  finds  the  American 
citizenry  crouched  in  fear  listening  to  more  and  more  orders 
about  what  we  can  and  cannot  do.  Have  you  noticed  the 
insidious  fear  campaign  that's  been  gaining  control  over  our 
psyches  since  1980?  All  the  news  and  all  the  media  and  all 
the  government  press  releases  and  all  the  government 
supported  studies  instill  in  us  a constant  mental  state  of 
FEAR. 

Two  quotes  come  to  mindx  FDR's  "The  only  thing  we  have 
to  fear  is  fear  itself,"  and  Timothy  Leary's  basic  logo, 
"Question  Authority,  Think  for  Yourself."  And  we  need  to 
help  each  other.  We  need  to  share  information  and  identify 
the  enemies.  We  need  to  be  aware  of  what  the  LaRouches  and 
the  TV  preachers  are  really  saying  and  fight  together 
against  bigotry.  Ignorance,  fear  and  greed.  We  need  to 
stand  together  and  protest  irrational  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court.  We  need  to  fight  City  hall  to  maintain  the 
economic  and  cultural  diversity  of  our  neighborhood. 

Congratulations  to  the  thousands  who  protested  at 
Sandra  Day  O'Connor's  visit  to  San  Francisco  on  July  17th. 
Congratulations  to  those  neighbors  who  attend  the  monthly 
North  Mission  Association  meetings.  Congratulations  to  the 
marchers  and  protestors  who  constantly  ask  us,  "What  the 

hell  are  we  doing  in  Central  America?"  Let's  all  voice  our 
anger,  ask  for  what  we  want,  and  put  our  dollars  behind  our 
beliéfs.  Don't  let  them  scare  you  into  a way  of  life  you'll 
be  ashamed  to  offer  your  children. 

It's  time  to  be  angry  again,  to  march  in  the  streets. 
In  our  own  neighborhood  we're  trying  to  maintain  the 
cultural  diversity  that's  existed  here  for  many 'years. 
We're  trying  to  keep  the  neighbors  we've  had  for  many  years, 
but  we  see  more  and  more  forced  out  of  their  homes  by  sky- 
rocketing rents  and  the  "gentr i f icat ion"  of  the  North 
Mission.  On  the  front  page  of  the  July  19th  Chronicle  is  an 
item  from  Washington,  "In  the  most  comprehensive  survey  of 
the  wealth  of  Americans  to  date,  the  Census  Bureau  reported 
yesterday  that  the  net  worth  of  the  typical  white  American 
household  in  1984  was  12  times  as  great  as  the  figure  for 
the  typical  black  household,  and  8 times  as  great  as  the 
typical  net  worth  of  Híspanles."  It  seems  obvious  that 
rents  become  a very  effective  means  of  segregation.

The  FIREHOUSE  (formerly  the  16TH  NOTE)  and  the  ALBION 
have  their  doors  wide  open  to  show  off  the  fun  and  friendly 
goings  on  inside  and  the  streets  are  filled  with  people 
having  a good  time.  It's  a nice  summertime  feeling.  The 
ALBION  also  features  Test-Tube  drinks  for  $1.  The  one  I 
heard  mentioned  was  "peaches  and  cream",  and  it  sounded  like 
the  basis  for  a really  memorable  hangover.  The  ALBION  has 
also  been  featuring  different  live  entertainment  most 
evening. 

Up  the  street,  LOS  ARCOS  is  getting  ready  to  open:  it 
looks  nice  if  you're  into  upward  mobility  and  $8  entrees. 
Do  we  really  want  to  compete  with  Union  Street?  We  have 
also  eruditely  manifested  the  appearance  of  the  New  York 
Times  daily  on  16th  Street  at  LA  PAJARITA  across  from  CAFE 
PICARO  (LA  PAJARITA  also  has  a wonderful  selection  of 
foreign  authors,  foreign  language  novels  and  other  books  by 
people  of  color. 

Selling-the-neighborhood  rumors:  the  CLARION  has  new 
owners , and  I certainly  hope  they  don't  have  big  changes  in 
mind.  The  ambience  of  this  Mission  Street  coffee  house  la 


an  Important  part  of  neighborhlng  in  our  community.  The 
building  that's  been  home  to  NEW  COLLEGE  on  Valencia  for 
several  years  has  been  bought  by  KNIGHT'S  CATERING  COMPANY. 
NEW  COLLEGE  is  moving  to  somewhere  on  Fell  Street,  and 
that's  a loss  to  our  neighborhood.  KNIGHT'S  CATERING  CO. 
has  had  operations  on  Golden  Gate  Avenue  for  many  years 
where  they  also  run  a huge,  down-to-earth,  modestly  priced 
deli-cafeteria  with  real  good  food.  To  their  credit  they're 
also  a union  house.  They  will  not  as  yet  comnent  on  what 
they're  going  to  do  with  the  building  on  Valencia. 

Speaking  of  LOCAL  2,  Hotel  and  Culinary  Workers  Union, 
all  the  hotel  contracts  expire  on  August  14th.  Although  the 
members  hope  for  negotiations  in  good  faith  leading  to  fair 
and  uniform  contracts  for  all  of  the  hotels  involved, 
thorough  and  careful  preparations  are  being  made  for 
effective  strikes  if  that  proves  necessary. 

Many  of  the  thousands  of  LOCAL  2 workers  live  in  our 
neighborhood,  and  I urge  the  whole  community  to  support  the 
workers  in  achieving  a just  settlement  with  the  hotels. 
Those  of  you  who  belong  to  LOCAL  2 should  familiarize 
yourself  with  your  own  hotel  committee  and  take  part  in  the 
preparations.  The  members  are  really  running  the  show  this 
year  with  expert  leadership  from  the  new  president,  Sherry 
Chiesa.  My  congratulations  and  best  wishes  to  the  thousands 
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of  LOCAL  2 members  who  are .working  together  to  protect  their 
jobs  and  their  rights. 

Back  to  the  negative  by-products  of  neighborhood  gen- 
trification:  parking  is  getting  so  bad  it's  hard  to  find  a 
spot  for  my  motorcycle.  And  if  you  haven't  noticed,  rents 
on  garage  spaces  are  escalating  even  faster  than  residential 
and  commercial  rents.  It  seem6  to  me  that  a society  and 
economy  that  forces  us  to  own  cars  by  withholding  efficient, 
affordable  public  transportation  ought  to  provide  at  least  a 
palee  to  park  these  abominable  necessities. 

You  can  get  to  24th  and  Mission  by  public  transporta- 
tion of  many  varieties,  and  just  off  this  hub  intersection 
is  another  great  little  coffee  house  and  meeting  place,  LA 
BOHEME.  They're  starting  poetry  readings  this  month,  so 
stop  in  for  a good  listen. 

Although  I haven't  made  it  over  there  yet,  I'm  hearing 
more  and  more  good  things  about  INTERSECTION  FOR  THE  ARTS  on 
Valencia  in  the  old  Valencia  Rose  building. 

If  you  haven't  checked  out  CLOTHES  CONTACT  on  Valencia 
just  off  16th  Street,  do  so.  I mentioned  it  before,  but 
this  month  I finally  amde  it  over  there  and  found  it  one  of 
the  best  used  clothing  stores  I've  been  in.  It's  super 
clean,  we  11- lighted , and  very  clearly  organized  with  good 
quality  used  clothes  that  run  the  gamut  from  respectable  to 
wonderfully  silly.  And  the  pricing  is  unique:  Everything  in 
the  store  is  $6.00  per  pound,  so  you  pick  out  all  the  things 
you  like,  throw  them  on  the  scale,  and  pay  the  price  or  take 
off  a few  items  until  the  total  fits  your  wallet.  For  a 
translation  of  pricing  per  pound,  I took  a real  nice  vest  up 
to  the  scale  and  it  weighed  out  at  only  $2.88. 

NOVA  THEATER  at  347  Dolores  promises  a mind-blowing 
production  of  Genet's  "The  Maids"  August  7th  through  17th. 

Remember  to  play  it  safe  with  all  your  summertime  fun 
so  you  make  it  through  to  the  winter  in  good  shape.  And  get 
out  in  the  streets  and  ask  for  what  you  want.  Let's  get 
together  and  make  some  positive  changes  in  the  neighborhood 
and  the  world.

As  for  the  rest  of  us,  our  concern  has 
to  be  the  who  and  how  of  government  here  and  now. 

We  used  to  vote  for  politicians  based  on  their  voting 
record,  stand  on  social  issues  and  the  cut  of  their  jib. 
Then  came  Anita  Bryant  (who?),  Jerry  "I  can  save  this 
country  but  it  will  take  lots  of  money"  Falwell  and  a host 
of  TV  prophets  who  changed  the  rules  of  the  political  game. 
In  American  politics  today,  one  question  alone  will  tell  you 
how  a politician  stands  on  the  issues.  So  I called  the 
offices  of  the  five  Supervisors  running  for  re-election  and 
asked  their  aides:

Well  Anne,  I have  a deadline  to 
meet  and  I'm  not  waiting  around  for  Wendy  to  "get  religion" 
over  the  weekend . 

Sup.  Walker' 8 aide  Kate  Monaco-Klein  didn't  know,  they 
never  discussed  religion.  Heck,  I've  discussed  religion  on 
the  job  interviews  for  pity's  sake!  It's  not  like  asking 
someone  if  they  sleep  in  the  nude. 

Mike  Nolan,  Sup.  Hongisto's  aide,  was  not  prepared  to 
discuss  the  Supe's  religious  affiliations  but  proudly  told 
me  that  he  (Mike)  is  a member  of  St.  Kevin's  Roman  Catholic 
Church  in  Bernal  Heights,  is  a past  chairman  of  Catholic 
Social  Services,  is  involved  with  the  Sanctuary  Movement, 


visits  AIDS  patients  and  the  elderly,  and  then  asked  what 
church  I attended.  I got  the  feeling  he  was  going  to  ask  me 
to  bow  my  head  and  accept  the  Pope  as  my  personal  Bishop  but 
we  stopped  just  short  of  that. 

Whatever  happens  to  Hongisto  in  November,  remember  the 
name  Mike  Nolan.  You'll  hear  it  again.  He's  fast  on  his 
feet,  ready  for  anything,  and  the  first  Supe's  aide  smart 
enough  to  turn  the  tables  on  this  old  muckraker. 

Ashley  Moser,  Sup.  Maher's  aide,  put  me  on  hold  then 
came  back  to  firmly  announce  "Practicing  Roman  Catholic,  is 
there  anything  else  you'd  like  to  know?"  After  my  chat  with 
Mike  I figured  it  was  safest  just  to  say  thanks  and  hang  up. 

Sup.  Ward '8  aide  Cheryl  was  telling  me  what  she  didn't 
know  about  the  Supe  when  Ward  walked  in.

After  remaking  World  War  II  from  all  the  angels  that 
disregard  Hiroshima  and  make  the  white  North  Americans  look 
good,  the  U.S.  film  industry  had  a difficult  time  figuring 
out  how  to  present  the  Vietnam  War.  It  was  not  easy  due  to 
its  unpopularity  combined  with  the  fact  that  the  U.S.  lost. 
When  it  finally  did  hit  the  movie  theatres,  it  centered 
around  the  exploits  and  personal  tragedies  of  primarily 
white  North  Americans  with  superficial  treatments  of  the 
Vietnamese.  They  were  the  valley  of  death  through  which  the 
white  men  walked  walked,  for  better  or  worse.  This  is  the 
fundamental  similarity  that  ties  films  like  Apocalypse  Now 
with  movies  like  Rambo . 

When  the  U.íTI  Film  industry  decided  to  capitalize  on 
conflicts  in  Central  America,  they  were  faced  with  another 
problem.  U.S.  troops  are  not  officially  stationed  there,  so 
sagas  about  soldiers  in  action  were  out.  Also,  as  in 
Vietnam,  U.S.  presence  there  is  highly  controversial.  The 
problem  was,  how  to  present  it  while  still  having  a white 
male  hero? 

The  solution  was  to  make  heroes  out  the  of  photo- 
journalists . 

War  photographers  make  their  living  by  selling  pictures 
of  war  to  publications.  It  is  important  to  understand  that 
producing  war  photographs  is  not  a political  act;  it  is  the 
use  of  the  images  that  is  political.  The  photographs 
themselves  are  put  on  the  common  market  and  can  be  used  in 
any  way  the  purchaser  desires. 

Photo journalist  Richard  Boyle,  who  is  played  by  James 
Woods  in  the  film  Salvador , wrote  a book  about  Vietnam 
called  Flower  of  the  Dragon.  In  it,  he  describes  how 
photographs  of  South  Vietnamese  casualties  were  run  in  the 
U.S.  papers  with  captions  saying  they  were  North  Vietnamese 
casualties.  This  made  it  look  as  if  the  U.S.  was  winning 
batt les . 


Under  Fire,  which  stars  Nick  Nolte  as  photographer  John 
Hoagland,  presents  the  tragic  situation  in  El  Salvador  as  a 
battleground,  not  for  freedom  fighters  who  are  struggling 
against  their  dictatorship  and  our  tax  money,  but  for  the 
photo- journalist  from  North  America  who  heroically  gets  his 


pictures  while  simultaneously  trying  to  resolve  issues  of 
objectivity  in  journalism. 

In  Salvador , Richard  Boyle  tells  Hoagland,  who  goes 
under  the  name  John  Cassidy  in  this  film,  that  he  is  the 
Robert  Capa  of  this  war  (Capa  photographed  Normandy  Beach  on 
D-Day).  He  says  this  while  the  two  of  them  are  taking 
pictures  of  the  dumping  grounds  used  by  death  squads  outside 
San  Salvador.  This  metaphor  makes  the  war  in  El  Salvador  a 
site  for  the  higher  purposes  of  the  photographers  from  the 
U.S.,  as  opposed  to  something  that  exists  with  or  without 
their  observation. 

Salvador  does  delineate  the  political  situation, 
implicating  the  governments  of  El  Salvador  and  the  United 
States.  It  is  clearly  a political  film  and  perhaps  an 
important  one.  Still,  it  makes  use  of  the  same  formula  used 
for  making  Under  Fire.  It  dramatizes  the  North  American 
who,  in  this  film,  is  based  on  Hunter  Thompson's  gonzo- 
journali8t  character  from  Fear  and  Loathing  in  Las  Vegas , 
complete  with  excessive  drug  use,  womanizing  and  slapstick 
humor.  Boyle,  with  his  counterpart  Dr.  Rock  (Jim  Belushl), 
drives  from  San  Francisco  to  El  Salvador  in  a car  that  could 
not  possibly  make  the  trip.  Through  unrealistic  cleverness, 
he  avoids  getting  killed. 

Boyle' 8 is  the  only  character  that  is  fully  developed 
in  Salvador.  The  others,  including  the  U.S.  military 
advisors , a woman  newscaster  from  the  U.S,  the  death  squads, 
members  of  the  FMLN , and  Boyle's  Salvadorian  peasant  girl 
friend,  are  all  confined  to  spouting  their  Ideological 
positions  or  just  being  decorative.  This  makes  Boyle  the 
moralist  for  the  film  as  well. 

When  the  FMLN  finishes  a battle  with  the  National 
Guard,  the  woman  leader  is  having  captured  National 
Guardsmen  executed  before  getting  the  hell  out  of  there  as 
the  army  is  coming.  Boyle  yells  for  her  to  stop,  telling 
her  they  (the  FMLN)  would  become  just  like  the  dictatorship. 
She  continues,  saying  it  is  necessary.  He  looks  on  in 
anguish . 

What  this  does  is  remove  from  her,  and  therefore  the 
FMLN,  the  capacity  to  critically  assess  the  consequences  of 
their  own  actions.  It  is  the  leftist  photo- journa list  from 
the  United  States  who  evaluates  the  historical  situation, 
everyone  else  is  just  in  it.  Yet,  he  is  not  the  one  the 
National  Guard  will  come  after  if  they  are  left  there  alive, 
nor  will  he  have  to  feed  them  if  they  are  taken  prisoner. 

Ultimately,  the  problems  the  film  has  are  not  with  its 
overt  politics.  They  come  from  the  manner  in  which  it 
represents  the  situation  in  Central  America  and  this  is  very 
serious,  especially  for  a film  with  political  Intentions. 
It  is  not  8 imply  presenting  the  facts  that  is  important,  it 
is  reorienting  middle  America  to  perceive  the  rest  of  the 
world  a s real.  * 

By  focusing  on  the  white  man's  saga  in  a foreign 
battleground,  the  dllemna  of  the  foreigner  is  kept  at  a 
conceptual  distance.  It  is  the  maintenance  of  this  distance 
that  allows  the  U.S.  government  to  support  repressive 
regimes  like  that  in  El  Salvador  and  allowed  the  Vietnam  War 
to  go  on  as  long  as  it  did. 
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The  Mission  District  is  unique,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
it  has  not  seen  the  changes  experienced  by  the  rest  of  the 
city.  This  holds  true,  also,  for  the  several  small 
districts  which  surround  the  actual  Mission  District.  In 
the  few  years  that  I have  lived  here,  I have  been  pleasantly 
surprised  at  the  same-ness  of  the  neighborhoods  as  I 
remember  them  on  my  first  visits,  some  75  years  ago.  I find 
almost  no  change  in  places  such  as  the  Eureka  and  Noe 
Valleys,  Bernal  heights,  or  the  Potrero  over  on  the  other 
side  of  Harrison  Street,  and  "South  of  Market"  where  it 
meets  the  Mission  at  13th  Street. 

When  thinking  of  the  buildings  in  the  North  Mission,  I 
first  set  aside  Mission  Dolores,  because  it's  always  been 
there  and  will,  no  doubt,  be  there  forever;  then  turn  to 
others  like  the  Levi  Strauss  pants  factory  on  Valencia,  or 
the  Greek  church  across  the  street  which  used  to  be  the 
Valencia  Theatre.  Originally,  all  of  that  property,  bounded 
by  Valencia,  13th,  Mission  and  15th  Streets,  held  the 
extremely  popular  Woodward's  Gardens:  a beautiful  amusement 
park  of  100  (and  more)  years  ago. 

The  Salvation  Army  headquarters  at  the  corner  of 
McCoppin  Street  is  housed  in  a structure  initially  put  up  by 
the  Knights  of  Pythias  back  in  the  days  when  lodges  were  an 
important  part  of  the  social  pattern  of  the  city.  Much 
later,  another  lodge,  The  International  Order  of  Foresters, 
erected  a first  class  building  across  the  street  at  170 
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Valencia.  It  is  one  of  the  City's  finest  examples  of  Art 
Deco,  a popular  style  of  the  1930's. 

And  speaking  of  beauty,  I have  always  regarded  the  main 
entrance  to  Everett  Middle  School  on  Church  Street  as  an 
excellent  specimen  of  the  architecture  of  southern 
Spain. Step  up  inside  the  arches  and  admire  the  ceiling; 
you'll  think  you're  in  Seville!  Another  fine  entrance  can 
be  seen  at  the  old  Buckingham  and  Hecht  shoe  factory  on  the 
southwest  corner  of  26th  and  Valencia.  Viewed  from  across 
the  street,  you  can  see  Old  German  Gothic  at  its  best. 
Built  in  1888,  the  property  was  acquired  by  the  Salvation 
Army  in  1946.  Along  with  the  annexes  on  Army  Street,  this 
complex  houses  a most  effective  rehabilitation  program. 

An  interesting  little  building  on  the  corner  of  14th 
and  Woodward  Streets  used  to  be  a dental  college  where  I 
could  get  cavities  filled  for  next  to  nothing.  Across  from 
there,  and  up  Julian  sit  the  old  Armory  and  Rausch's 
Printing  which  have  been  there  a long  time,  but  what  comes 
to  mind  here  is  the  peaceful  garden  at  the  church  of  St. 
John,  The  Evangelist  on  the  corner  of  15th  and  Julian 
Streets.  Rebuilt  in  1909,  this  church  was  only  seven  years 
old  when  it  burned  in  the  '06  disaster. 

Most  of  the  North  Mission,  out  to  about  20th,  was 
burned  in  1906,  but  the  fire  never  jumped  Dolores  Street.  A 
great  deal  of  damage  was  done  to  the  rest  of  the  Mission  by 
the  quake.  The  sharp  jerking  of  the  ground  caused  ruptures 
which  opened  up  old  creeks  and  rivulets  that  had  been  built 
over  or  paved  over;  even  exposing  some  of  the  underground, 
natural  water  systems  on  the  eastern  slope  of  the  San  Miguel 
mountains  (Twin  Peaks,  etc.).  The  grinding  upheaval,  and 
alternate  sinking,  committed  mayhem  on  streets  and 
cartracks,  smashing  sewers  and  water  mains,  causing  water 
supplies  to  run  off  into  the  bay!. 

Many  good  frame  houses  that  should  have  withstood  the 
shocks  were  undermined  and  reduced  to  shambles.  The  three 
story  Valencia  Hotel,  on  the  southwest  corner  of  18th,  6ank 
into  the  ground,  leaving  only  its  top  story  exposed!  The 
old  gothic  Mission  Dolores  Church  on  the  corner  of  16th  and 
Dolores  was  laid  waste.  Further  out  on  Valencia,  a small 
church  had  its  steeple  and  bell  removed  and  set  down,  along- 
side, in  a newly  opened  creek!  The  Castro  Cable  Railway  had 
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to  be  completely  rebuilt  from  18th  to  24th  Streets  because, 
while  other  carlines  were  being  inexpensively  electrified, 
electric  cars  never  would  have  been  able  to  climb  those 
Castro  hills.  This  line  was  finally  discontinued  in  1942. 

Thousands  of  families  who  were  burnt  out  of  their  homes 
in  the  South  of  Market  district  (which  was  mostly  residen- 
tial in  those  days)  moved  into  the  unburned  parts  of  the 
Mission,  Bernal  Heights  and  over  into  Noe  Valley,  often 
creating  health  problems,  what  with  4 or  5 families  crammed 
into  a single-family  dwelling. 

Those  newcomers  liked  their  adopted  neighborhoods  60 
well,  they  made  no  attempt  to  return  to  their  old  district. 
As  a result,  the  South  of  Market  redeveloped  into  an  area  of 
small  industry  and  wholesale  businesses,  while  the  Mission 
became  "the"  place  where  the  workingman  lived,  raised  his 
family  and  shopped.  The  concept  of  Mission  Street  as  a 
shopping  street  expanded;  advancing  on  out  to  Army  Street 
and  beyond.  As  a consequence  there  are,  today,  many 
Mis8ionltes  who  will  tell  you  that  the  "Heart  of  the 
Miss  ion"  is  at  22nd  (or  even  24th)  Street,  and  not  at  16th 
Street  at  all,  as  we  old  timers  have  always  thought!  Well, 
we  stand  corrected...  Or  do  we? 

Here,  near  15th  and  Dolores,  I often  feel  very  lucky  to 
be  living  out  my  years  in  the  warmth  of  the  Mission.  I 
think  most  people  out  here  have  these  good  feelings; 
especially  when  they  look  up  and  see  the  cold,  gray  fog 
pouring  over  the  Peaks  and  Diamond  Heights,  trying  to  get 
down  into  Eureka  or  Noe  Valleys;  but  seldom  succeeding. 

Because  of  the  good  climate,  many  important  sports 
events  have  been  seen  in  the  Mission.  Probably  the  first 
official  baseball  diamond  in  San  Francisco  was  laid  out  at 
25th  and  Folsom  Streets  in  1868,  but  in  my  time  Recreation 
Park  was  opened  at  the  northwest  corner  of  15th  and  Valencia 
in  1907.  We  called  it  "Old  Rec",  which  distinguished  it 
from  "Big  Rec"  with  its  two  ball  diamonds  in  Golden  Gate 
Park.  Seals'  Stadium,  located  in  the  Potrero  at  16th  and 
Bryant,  was  a modern  ballpark  that  was  built  in  1930.  I'll 
bet  Bob  Lurie  wishes  it  was  still  there! 

The  early  Cal-Stanford  football  games  were  played  at 
"The  16th  and  Folsom  Street  Grounds".  This  annual  event  was 
moved  after  a shocking  tragedy  occured  in  which  a number  of 
people  were  killed.  This  happened  in  1900  when  I was  very 
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young,  but  I heard  it  discussed  for  many  years  after.  It 
seems  that  a great  number  of  men,  either  to  avoid  paying 
admisison,  or  being  part  of  an  overflow  crowd,  climbed  on  to 
the  tin  roof  of  the  Pacific  Glass  factory  adjacent  to  the 
field,  to  watch  the  game.  After  a time,  the  whole  roof  fell 
in!  I don  t know  how  many,  but  a lot  of  men  died  that  day. 

In  the  very  early  days,  when  the  Mission  and  Downtown 
were  separated  by  a wilderness  area,  there  were  several  ways 
to  travel  between  them;  but  the  most  interesting  route  was 
by  water.  Boats  and  freight  barges  used  to  ply  fairly 
regularly  from  Long  Wharf,  through  Mission  Bay  (now  filled 
in,  leaving  only  the  China  Basin  channel),  and  up  the  old 
Mission  Creek.  I guess  they  tied  up  near  16th  or  18th  and 
South  Van  Ness.  By  1860  a steam  car  was  running  out  Market 
to  17th  and  Valencia  Streets,  resulting  in  a new  beginning 
for  the  whole  region  as  a nice  residential  area.  As  I have 
said  before,  I have  always  favored  the  Dolroes  Street 
entrance  to  the  Mission. 

The  center  parkway  of  Dolores,  planted  in  date  palms, 
is  unique  in  San  Francisco.  At  the  Market  Street  beginning 
s i 1 8 one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  striking  monuments  in 
this  city.  Fashioned  and  cast  in  bronze  by  Douglas  Tilden 
in  1904,  it  honors  the  California  Volunteers  for  the  part 
they  played  in  the  Spanish-Amer lean  War.  This  outstanding 
work  of  art  was  unveiled  at  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Market 
Street  in  August  of  1906,  Just  four  months  after  the  earth- 
quake and  fire,  to  signify  that  this  city,  like  the  mythical 
Phoenix,  was  indeed,  rising  from  the  ashes! 

It  might  still  be  sitting  there,  in  the  middle  of  Van 
Ness  Avenue,  if,  in  1926,  that  street  had  not  been  extended 
south  to  Mission  Street  (the  further  extension,  to  Howard, 
wasn't  opened  until  1932).  It  was  found  that  the  monument, 
what  with  streetcar  tracks  on  3 sides  of  it,  was  really  an 
obstruction  to  auto  traffic,  and  after  some  deliberation  the 
decision  was  made  to  move  it  up  to  its  present  location. 

There  is  anote  of  irony  here.  This  reminder  of  the 
"last  gasp"  of  a once  great  Spanish  Empire  now  sits  only  3 
blocks  from  Mission  Dolores,  which  represents  the  ultimate 
extension  of  Spain  in  her  finest  hour.  But,  any  way  you 
look  at  it,  Be  Ilona,  the  goddess  of  victory,  on  her  winged 
horse , is  certainly  a "world  class"  sculpture. 

Thank  you  for  taking  the  time  to  listen  to  an  old- 
timer's  thoughts. 
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Some  people  think  you  can 
catch  AIDS  from  a doorknob.

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SYSTEMIC  CANDIDIAISIS

There  have  been  many  things  written  on  systemic 
candidiasis,  yet  often  people  are  confused  as  to  what  diet 
and.  8upplemnts  to  use  once  she  or  he  has  determined  that 
candida  is  a problem.  Hopefully,  this  will  be  a 
clarification  for  those  of  you  just  beginning  or  needing 
more  information  on  what  approach  to  take. 

Candida  albicans,  or  yeast,  normally  resides  in  our 
intestinal  flora.  If  this  normal  balance  is  disturbed  then 
the  dandida  can  begin  to  grow  out  of  control  and  cause  many 
symptoms . 

Briefly,  you  may  have  candida  if  you  have  some  of  the 
following  symptoms:  abdominal  distention  or  discomfort, 
intestinal  gas  (farting  or  belching),  allergic  reactions  to 
food  or  the  environment,  nervousness  and  anxiety,  insomnia, 
diarrhea  or  loose  stools,  constipation,  loss  of  sex  drive, 
dysmenorrhea,  loss  of  se If -con f idence , headaches  (migraine 
or  sinus),  esophageal  inflammation,  uncontrollable  crying, 
mood  swings,  irritability,  vaginal  discharge  or  infections 
(yeast,  hemoj5hilus,  trichomonas,  etc.),  vaginal  itching, 
rectal  itching,  irregular  menses,  moderate  to  severe 
fatigue,  and  depression. 

Candida  may  be  brought  on  or  aggravated  by  several 
factors.  These  include  extensive  use  of  antibiotics  which 
destroy  the  intestinal  flora  that  usually  keep  the  normal 
yeast  in  balance.  Birth  control  pills  and  progesterone 
suppositories  will  cause  imablances  in  the  vagina.  Multiple 
pregnancies  will  also  change  the  hormone  balance.  Intake  of 
sugar  and  other  refined  carbohydrates  will  give  the  yeast 
plenty  of  food,  causing  yeast  proliferation  and  your  body's 
exhaustion.  Steroids,  such  as  cortisone  and  prednisone, 
suppress  the  immune  system,  allowing  the  candida  to  grow 
unrestrained . 

Systemic  candidiasis  usually  Indicates  that  the  immune 
system  is  weakened.  If  confined  to  the  vagina  and  not  a 
chronic  condition,  the  immunt  system  is  probably  intact. 
However,  once  other  symptoms  become  apparent  then  we  must 
suspect  a broader  infection. 

Of  course,  we  must  look  at  all  these  symptoms  from  the 
point  of  view  of  Traditional  Chinese  Medicine.  Many  of  the 
symptoms  lead  us  to  a diagnosis  of  a weak  spleen  — such  as 
diarrhea  or  loose  stools,  gas,  bloated  abdomen,  and  vaginal 
discharges.  Other  symptoms,  such  as  irritability,  anxiety, 
dysmenorrhea  and  depression  might  lead  us  to  a conclusion 
that  there  is  stagnant  liver  qi. 

We,  as  practitioners»  take  into  account  your  whole 
being.  So  we  recommend  not  only  dietary  changes  and 
uspplement8  that  bring  the  yeast  under  control  but  we  will 
help  you  to  discover  what  you  can  do  from  a Traditional 
Oriental  Medicine  point  of  view.  This  might  mean  including 
Chinese  herbs  and  dietary  considerations  and  acupuncture  as 
part  of  your  treatment.  I have  seen  more  people  get  well 
faster  using  a combination  of  approaches,  often  cutting 
treatment  time  in  half. 

While  there  are  blood  tests  and  stool  tests  that  are 
used  for  diagnosis  of  candida,  I believe  the  best  diagnosis 
is  obtained  through  understanding  the  symptoms  and  giving 
treatment.  Response  to  treatment  is  the  best  indication 
that  you  have  a yeast  infection. 

Therefore,  the  recommendation  I make  is  to  stop  all 
activity  that  will  cause  yeast  to  proliferate  and  begin 
activity  that  will  increase  its  demise.  At  the  same  time  we 
must  strengthen  the  immune  system.  We  must  also  use  the 
Chinese  Medicine  model  and  give  treatment  according  teethe 
individual  condition. 

It  i 8 important  to  eliminate  drugs  that  cause  yeast  to 
grow,  such  a 6 antibiotics,  birth  control  pills  and  steroids. 
Of  course  this  must  be  done  in  conjunction  with  your  medical 
doctor  so  it  i 8 not  harmful  to  your  health.  Next  step  is  to 
begin  a dietary  regime  that  eliminates  yeast  and  yeast 
producing  products.  Antifungal  substances  --  including 
herbs  and  caprylic  acid  — would  also  be  used.  Supplements 
would  be  given  to  strengthen  the  body,  particularly  the 
immune  system.  Acupuncture  and  Chinese  herbs  would  be 
recommended  according  to  the  particular  condition. 

For  dietary  protocol,  see  The  Nutrition  Detective,  an 
excellent  book  for  anyone  to  read . Eggs , FTsh"¡  poultry  and 
vegetables  (excepting  potatoes,  beans  and  corn)  are 
recommended.  Avoid  conmercial  baked  goods,  sugar,  mushrooms. 


alcohol  and  preserved  or  pickled  foods.  Also,  cow's  dairy 
products  should  be  eliminated,  especially  if  you  are 
sensitive . 

I also  recommend  that  people  take  a cup  of  miso  soup  in 
the  morning  (a  light  miso,  not  hatcho  unless  it  is  very  cold 
outside)  in  order  to  replenish  the  good  bacteria  in  the 
intestines.  Even  though  miso  is  fermented,  it  contains  bac- 
teria that  are  needed  to  keep  yeast  in  the  intestines  under 
control,  not  a yeast  fermentation  that  would  be  harmful. 

I also  use  capryllic  acid  as  an  antifungal  agent.  The 
brand  that  I recommend  is  from  Cardiovascular  Research: 
Caprystatin  or  Kaprycidin  A.  Some  people  like  to  use 
Capricin.  Please  use  according  to  the  directions  on  the 

bottle  and  as  recommended  by  your  practitioner. 

We  also  use  a herbal  formula  specially  formulated  for 
candidiasis.  It  includes  herbs  such  as  Pau  D'Arco 
(Taheebo),  Echinacea  and  Gentian,  among  others.  Ask  your 
practitioner  for  more  specific  details.  Use  these  herbs 
according  to  your  practitioners  instructions.  It  is  better 
to  use  Pau  .D'Arco  in  an  alcohol  tincture  form  as  the  active 
substances  are  not  readily  available  if  the  bark  is  boiled. 

If  you  have  other  symptoms,  such  as  vaginal  yeast 
infections  or  nail  fungus,  we  might  recommend  additional 
herbal  formulas  to  be  used  as  douches  or  topically. 

Please  ask  your  practitioner  for  other  information 
about  candida. 
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
